Fifth Parliament— Fourth Session. 

THIRTY-SIXTH DAY. 
Wednesday, March 20, 1800. 
The Speaker took the chair at "2:10 
p. m. 

Prayers by Row Arthur Beanlands. 

NATIONAL KLKOTRI0 TRAMWAY. 

Tlio Mational Electric Tramway bill 
passed its third reailiiiH, on motion of 
Mr. Duck. 

GOLD GRAVELS SYNDICATE; 

Tlio Fraser River Gold Gravels Syndi- 
cate bill (Mr. Cunningham) was read u 
third time 

SHUSWAP AND OKANAOON. 

The report on this bill (Hon. Mr. 
Rohson) was adopted, uml tho bill 
passed its third rending. 

COLOMBIA AND KOOTENAY. 

The report on tliis bill (Hon. Mr. 
Rohson) was adopted, and the bill 
passed its third reading. 

^VANCOUVER CITY BILL. 

The report on this biii (Mr. Cunning- 
ham) was adopted, and the bill passed 
its third reading. 

LONDON AND GAiSTADTAN INSURANCE CO. 

With Mr. Smith in the chair, tho 
House went into Committee at 2:20 upon 
the London it Canadian insurance Co. 
bill (No. 40). The bill was reported 

complete with amendments. 

TIMBER MARKING. 

On motion of Mr. Saslatn, the second 
reading of tho Timber Marking bill 
(No. 50) was discharged. 

JOCKEY ULDB BILL. 

The British Columbia Jockey (Hub 
bill, to incorporate, (Mr. Orr) passed its 
second reading anil was sent into com- 
mittee, with Mr. Tolmie in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, in committee, ob- 
jected to the three Vancouver gentle- 
men named in the hill taking possession 
of tho name of the more worthy associa- 
tion in Victoria. The Victoria club 
was much older; and tile move of the 
Vancouver men was, lie thought, the 
worst example of tlio three tailors of 
Tooley street. 

Mr. Lmlner contended that the Main- 
land Association was an older institu- 
tion than tho Victoria club. 

Hon. Mr, Davie replied that the Vic- 
toria club was in active existence before 
Vancouver was ever thought of. 

Mr. Orr ami Mr. Semlin contended 
that the Vancouverites were entitled to 
term thoir club " British Columbian." 

Mr. Martin said that it was tlio 
Mainland that kept Vancouver island 
alive. They were u very important 
part of the province, md had a right to 
the provincial name. Ho disliked to 
see sectional feeling displayed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that the 
Victoria turfmen called their club the 
Victoria Jockey club. The Vancouver 
club should take their city's namu. 

Mr. Cuuninghatn advised the House 
not to display the feeling which ap- 
peared to ho coming to the surface, but 
to reserve their strength for something 
of more importance. 

Mr. Ladner again stated thut the 
Vancouver Jockey club was the oldest 
in the province. They hail as much 
right to the name of " British Columbia" 
as the board of trade, insurance com- 
pany, and bank at Victoria. 

Mr. Croft supported tho original 
name of British Columbian. The Vic- 
toria club could have had it hud they 
wanted it. He only hoped tho island 
horses would go over and " scoop in" all 
their prizes. 

Col. Baker counselled peaeu and 
moderation. He would regret any dis- 
play of sectional feeling. \ 

Mr. Qrant supported the attorney- 
general. 

After "what's in u name" had been 
thus fully explained, the lion, attorney- 
general waived his objection, and tho 
bill was quietly adopted without amend, 
ment. 



His Honor, tho Lieut. -Governor, was 
here announced to be in waiting. Mr. 
Speaker left the chair, and His Honor 
entering took his seal upon the throne. 
The clerk then read ihe titles of the fol- 
lowing acts, to which His Honor in the 
name of the Queen was pleased to as- 
sent : 

"An Act to amend the Legal Profes- 
sions Act. " 

"An Act to amend the Land Registry 
Act." 

"An Act to amend the .Supreme 
Courts Act." 

"An Act to incorporate the Columbia 
it Kootenay Railway and Navigation 
Co." 

"An Act to grant a certain land sub 
sidy in aid of tho Columbia Si Kootenay 
Railway." 

"An Act to assist the Shuswap and 
Okanagon Railway Company." 

NANAIMO TELEPHONE HILL. 

On motion of Mr. Haslam, the order 
for the third reading of the Nanaimo 
Telephone bill was discharged, am' the 
bill was returned to committee, Mr. 
Grant in- the chair, in order that certain 
amendments might be made. 

CROW'S NEST RAILWAY. 

Col. Baker moved that tho third read- 
ing of the Crow's Nest Railway bill ho 
discharged and the bill be returned to 
committee for the purpose of amend- 
ments being made. In moving the 
resolution Col. Baker pointed out the 
importance to the province of extending 
I his line to Nelson as there was reason 
to believe that tho lino would be built 
ill the near future. Unless the line was 
extended to Nelson it would be impos- 
sible to get in the necessary material 
for building the railway excepting at 
such heavy cost us practically to pre- 
clude the building of the line at all. lie 
was aware that notice by petition had 
to be given in regard to any intended 
line of railway, and ho maintained that 
the interests of the public had been 
guarded in this case by the petition 
which hud been put in according to the 
standing orders, for this very lino hy 
the .Spokane Company for a private bill 
which had advanced to the second read- 
ing and then had been withdrawn at the 
request of the solicitor to the company. 
All that this amendment proposed to do 

was to cover the ground vacated by the 
Spokane Company. There wore many 
precedents in the British House of Com- 
mons of the amalgamation and consoli- 
dation of railway bills when there had 
been no petitions for such amalgama- 
tions, and surely what was done in the 
British House might be done by this as- 
Beillby, for this was practically the 
amalgamation of two lines. Ho there- 
fore hoped thut the House would agree 
to recommit tho bill in order to con- 
sider the proposed amendments. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that tlio 

motion was unquestionably butof order. 

The House could not grant power to 
the Crow's Nest Railway Co. to extend 
thoir lino to Nelson. That was a power 
in excess of their petition. Ho opposed 
the motion a t unconstitutional ami inad- 
visable iu every way. 

Hon. Mr. Da.ie could not admit the 
force of the objection raised by 
the leader of the opposition. The 
House hud a right to impose conditions, 
such as extending their lines, before 
granting the privileges asked for by the 
company. 

Col, Baker said the leader of the op- 
position was merely st'iting u technical 
point, which really amounted to a <|iiib- 
blo and which, if curried, would throw 
back the development of the Kootenay 
district for quite two yours, and h« real- 
ly did not think that tho progrww of 



province should be obstructed on uc- 
count of such trilling details. 

The Speaker reserved his decision on 
the point taken. 

AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE, 

On consideration of the report on the 
Agriculture and Horticulture bill (Mr. 
Cunningham) an amendment was intro- 
duced by Mr. Ladner," and carried. Tlio 
report was adopted and the third 
reading of the bill was passed. 

ELECTION REGULATIONS. 

Tho House went into commit tec, Mr. 
Cowan in tlio chair, upon the Election 
Regulations Bill (Hon. Mr. Heaven). In 
committee a long debate took place up- 
on Mr, Duck's amendment to make ille- 
gal canvassing at elections. The proposi- 
tion was linally rejected on a division of 
eleven to ten. 

The committee rose at o'clock, re- 
porting the bill complete with amend- 
ments and the House rose for one hour. 

KVKVI.Ni; SESSION. 

There was a bare quorum present on 
the resumption of business at 7:.'10. Tho 
first Order called was the 

NRE ARMS BILL, 
the second reading of which was moved 
by .Mr. Tolmie. The introducer of the 
bill said that the measure was intended 
to protect the public from lire-anus iu 
the hands of those who were too young 
to understand how and when to use 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven regretted that the 
lion, member for .Saanich had not made 
a speech. He should like to hear from 
him at length. The bill ho could not 
endorse throughout, as ho thought the 
question w'as one for parents rather than 
parliament to deal with. 

Mr. Cunningham thought that far- 
mers' sons under sixteen years of age 
know perfectly well bow to handle a 
shot gun. They should be allowed to 
shoot, but if "pistols" were substituted 
for "guns" he would support the bill. 

Mr. Smith did not think it would lie 
well to prevent Indians from using Umir 
guns even while tboy were boys. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, Col. Baker and Mr, 
Anderson endorsed the principle of the 
bill, which they thought could be 
amended to meet the reasonable views 
of everyone when it went into com- 
mittee. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley referred to the dam- 
age that had boon done in Ksijuiinslt 
district by very amateur sportsmen. 
Not only the larger game, but the poul- 
try yards ami pigeon lofts suffered from 
the fact that more children wore now 
allowed to carry guns, before they had 
learned what to shoot and what not to. 
He endorsed the principle of the bill. 

Mr. Nason approved of the principle 
of tlie bill, but related a couple of good 
anecdotes in explanation of the skill 
with the gun shown by some Western 
boys almost as soon as they could walk. 

The bill passed its second reading and 
was sent into committee with Mr. .Sem- 
lin in the chair. 

In committee Mr. Cunningham said 
that if legislation could he introduced 
that would prevent) anyone using a gun 
on Sunday, he would support it with 
all his heart. He thought that the age 
limit should bo reduced from sixteen to 
fourteen years. Many boys fourteen 
years of age could bundle a gun as skil- 
fully as a man. 

The oge limit was reduced as sug- 
gested to fourteen years, and a clause 
was inserted providing that boys accom- 
panied by parents or guardians should 
escape the penalties of the act. 

Another new section was added pro- 
viding that the provisions of the act 
should not apply to boys shooting on 
their father's farms, to boys employed 
by farmers to protect growing crops 
from crows anil other vermin, or to 
Indians of any uge. 

Tho committee rose reporting the bill 
complete with amendments. 

COAL MINKS BILL. 

Mr. Haslam, in moving the second 
reading of his bill to amend the Coal 
Mines Act, said that u few years ago 
frequent accidents occurred in the coal 
mines of Vancouver Island, attributable, 
it was thought, to the employment of 
Chinese as helpers ill the underground 
works. Since miners and mine owners 
had done away with the employment of 
Chinese below the surface, the accidents 
hud ceased. The miners now want- 
ed it made illegal to employ 

Chinese underground. This wus 
not legislation against the Cliin- 
ese ; it was not class legislation lit 
all. It was simply legislation that was 
deemed desirable to protect the white 
miners from being hurried into eternity 
as others had been in the past. The 
miners bad shown how sincere t hey 
were in this matter by voluntarily pay- 
ing whito helpers $2 a day to do tlie 
work that the Chinese bad in other 
years been hired to do for Si. This was 
not an election move, a "Chinese must 
go" measure ; it was simply legislation 
to protect life, and he hoped that the 
House would see it in this light and | 
give it their favorable attention. 

Mr. Thomson ably supported his col- 
league in urging the necessity of the 
legislation proposed. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that he bad 
listened with satisfaction to tlie remarks 
of Nanaimo's representatives. They bad 
clearly explained that this was not the 
old stereotyped anti-Chinese cry. It 
w is not a political move at all. The 
miners, who wore in the best position 
to know, hud now decided that tlio pre- 
sence of Chinese in the mines was an 
element of danger ; and they had done 
away with Chinese assistance at con- 
siderable loss to themselves. Ill Ills 
official capacity he (the premier) hud 
been compelled to investigate two col- 
liery disasters. The sights that were 
presented to his eyes then would never 
lie forgotten by him ; nor would 
ho ever forget the duty that he, as well 
as other members of the House, owed to 
the country to take such legislation us 
would give complete protection to Brit- 
ish Columbia's minors ; men who were 
mostly of our own nationality, men 
with wives and families dependent upon 
them. Looking at this question in the 
view of the dreadful accidents of the 
past, it was a solemn matter. He cer- 
tainly would give his support to this 
measure, providing as it did n safe- 
guard that the minors hud a right to 
ask for and receive. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cnnuinghum promised tlie hill 
his hearty support, ami com 
plimented the members for Nanuimo 
on the action they had taken. 
A few days ago ho had inserted a similar 
oluuse — generally termed the Anti- 
Chinese clause — ill tlio Westminster 
street Railway Bill. Il had nut met 
with u favorable reception, however; 
ilue mainly to a trick that had been 
used against it. The lion, gentleman 
proceeded to review the purtieuhuitius 
of the coal miner's life Tlio employ- 
ment of Chinese generally and by the 
canneries in particular, was referred to, 

and the member for West minster City 
advised tbu House to pass tho bill 
through Its second reading. 

Mr. Anderson, while opposed to class 
legislation generally, could eeo that 
there was a wide difference between" 

such legislation and the measure before 
tho Souse, He would give his support 
to the bill with pleasure. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that his views 
on this subject had not changed since 
two years ago, when be voted against u 
similar proposal to that, now before tile 
House, but, consistently with his vote 
then ho was prepared now to give the 
measure his support.

The province is to lie congratulated 
Upon tlte prospect — we had almost writ- 
ten the certainty — of the Sushwap and 
Okanagon Railway being constructed in 
the near future. That road is greatly 
required. It will open up a very line 
tract of country and afford the facilities 
which' are needed for its settlement and 
progress. It will be constructed with- 
out placing any bunion upon the tax- 
payers of the province. It was lirst 
agreed to give this road a cash bonus oi 
8200,000. The projectors found that 
this subsidy would not secure the im- 
mediate construction of the road as 
readily as a guarantee of interest to the 
amount of one million and a quarter 
dollars. They applied .to the pro- 
vincial Government for the guarantee 
instead of the subvention, offering as 
part security the Dominion subsidy of 
$3,200 a mile, or §103,200. This money 
is to be placed at the disposal of the 
Government before it can be asked to 
pay one cent of interest on the com- 
pany's bonds. There will also be avail- 
able for tho payment of the interest of 
the bonds raised by the company forty 
per cent, of the gross earnings of the 
road — the Canadian Pacific Railway 
having undertaken to equip and run the 
road for twenty-five years — the period 
of the guarantee - paying to the com- 
pany forty per cent, of the gross earn- 
ings. This, then, is the position which 
tho Government occupies with respect 
to the ,S. & O. Railway. It guarantees 
interest on the company's bonds 
at tho rate of live per cent, per annum, 
the amount of bonds not to exceed £1,- 
250,000. It receives the Dominion sub- 
sidy Of $163,200 and forty per cent, of 
the earnings of the road for tho whole 
period. Tho prospects of the road are 
excellent. It is likely to pay more than 
its working expenses from the start, 
but whether it does or not the Govern; 
Blent is sure of its forty per cent, of its 
gross earnings, for the eleventh provi- 
sion of the agreement between the com- 
panies is as follows : 

"The words 'gross earnings' herein 
menu the amount actually received for 
all tolls, rates, charges and other pay- 
ments for the carriage of any passenger, 
animal, vehicle, goods, merchandise, 
matter or tilings conveyed on the said 
railway or any part thereof, together 
with the pro rata mileage proportion of 
the joint earnings on all traffic inter- 
changed between the said railway and 
that of the Pacific Company, or in re- 
spect of the exercise by any other tail- 
way of running powers over the said 
railway so to be leased as aforesaid 
WITUnl'T ANY DEDUCTION WHATSO- 
EVER." 

A road running through so lino 
country and so greatly needed will, no 
doubt, in a very short time be in a posi- 
tion to pay both the company that owns 
it and the company that leasedita hand- 
some dividend. The Canadian Paoific 
company sees this very clearly, or it 
■would not undertake to equip and run 
this road for sixty por cent, of its gross 
earnings, The government has thus 
been able to aid in securing this greai 
benefit for the province without beinj 
required to be out of pocket a singh 
dollar. All thai it does is to give wha 
is certain to be a flourishing railway com 
pany tho use of its credit to use one 
million and a quarter of dollars in the 
British or some other money market, 
taking ample precautions to secure iteelf 
against loss. \Yc only wish that tho 
province could get all the railway nc- 
jommodation it needs at so small un ox- 
pense to its inhabitants. 



was the most merciful, while tho Minis- 
ter from whom a defer.cn would have 
bean appropriate was most severe. No 
more scathing denunciation has been 
visited upon tiny man in Pavliameot than 
that which was hurled ut Mr. Rykert by 
Sir John Thompson." 

The language of the Mail's correspon- 
dent, judging by the reports of his speech 
that appear in the leading papers, is 
rather strong. Sir John Thompson's 
speech was moderate in its language and 
judicial in its tone. He spoke of tho 
gravity of tho case inappropriate terms, 
and everyone must admit that he took 
tho right view of the correspondence 
which Sir Riohard Cartwright's motion 
had brought to the notice of Parliament. 

"This was a ease," the Minister of 
Justice said, "in which the honor of the 
House was most deeply involved, and 
he did not agree with the contention 
that the authenticity of the letters had 
not been established. He regretted to 
say that the correspondence was of a 
most shocking character, and that ap- 
pealed to the justice of the House as 
■•. ell as its mercy. But strongly as the 
House might feel wrought upon, thocor- 
rtmpotidenoo, without a single parallel 
in the history of parliamentary govern- 
ment, he thought they ought not to be 
swayed from that judicial temper to 
which Mr. I'.luku had solemnly appealed 
i few moments before. From the fact 
that the correspondence whs of so shock- 
ing a character us to call for the severest 
possible censure upon its author, unless 
lie could make a satisfactory defence, it 
-hould cause the House to pursue their 
investigations with the utmost delibera- 
tion and calmness. It was u case in 
ivhich they might Well remember the 
words of a distinguished statesman of 
England, that the purity of Parliament 
jvould he best preserved by tho most 
scrupulous regard to the ends of justice 
aid the deliberation by which the ends 
of justice ought to be pursued." 

This being the spirit in which a lead- 
ing and very influential member' of the 
government approached the Rykert case 
it tnay readily be concluded that no 
effort will bu made by the party to 
whiob Mr. Rykert belongs, to white- 
wash him or in any way to screen him 
from the consequences of his acts. Mr. 
ilykert will no doubt get justice at the 
lands at the hands of the committee, 
nd justice perhaps tempered with 
nerey, but if the speech of the minister 
if justice in any way foreshadows the 
•onclusion at which the committee will 
irrive, it appears to us that it would 
Have been much better for him to have 
resigned his seat immediately after the 
lebate on Sir Richard Cartwright's mo- 
tion had closed, than to have demanded 
i trial by a committee of the House of 
Commons. 



look blit for another and, if possible, a 
better one. 

When the Americans in a pet abro- 
gated tho reciprocity treaty which wui 
so profitable to both countries it was 
thought that Canadian agriculturists 
would be ruined. But they managed to 
live on and were quite as comfortable 
after reciprocity as they wore when it 
went ihtofoperatibn. 

The narrow trade policy of the pre- 
sent administration does not moot with 
tho approval of the whole American na- 
tion. There is a very large party in the 
country which does not bcliovo in mak- 
ing tho necessaries and the comforts of 
life dear for the sake of bolstering up a 
few industries that should not ami do 
not. need fostering at tho general ex- 
pense. When this party comes in 
power tho trade between the United 
States and Canada, w hich is a mutually 
profitable one, will revive — thutis if the 
Republican party, as seems just now, 
very likely docs it serious injury.

PHE U. S. TARIFF PROPOSALS. 

The sub-committee of the United 
States House of Representatives on 
Ways and Means bus submitted a report 
on the tariff, which has caused constel - 
lation in Eastern Canada Tho tarifl 
efornicrs of the United States have 
leen trying to convince the farmers of 
the country that they have not received 
their fair share of protection. The 
politicians have tried to prove to them 
that they are the victims of the protec- 
tionists. That it is out of them th it 
they expect in the end to get the money 
vhich protects native industry, while 
.here is hardly a duty in their favor. 
L'hey have told the fanners that thoy 
ire the universal protectors, and that 
dthough they pay to protect all they 
themselves receive no protection. Ora- 
tors have told them this from the plat- 
form. They have seen calculations 
ihowing how much they pay the manu- 
facturers and how little they get in re- 
turn in newspapers, in magazines and in 
tracts and broad sheets circulated for 
the express purpose of convincing them 
that they are unjustly treated by the 
protectionist government. 

These representations have not been 
without their ell'ect. The farmers are 
asking themselves and others, is this so? 
Are wo protecting everyone who is pro- 
tected while wo get no protection our- 
selves.? Many farmers have been con- 
vinced by the tariff reformers that they 
are ill-used, and are inclined to vote 
against extreme protection. The Re- 
publican patty has been quick to ob- 
serve this, and its leaders have deter- 
mined when revising the tariff to 
extend more protection to the farmers. 
With that end in view the sub-commit- 
tee has increased tho duties on farm pro- 
iuce of all kinds, and has imposed a 
duty on some articles which were free 
before. The duties have been increased 
on horses, horned cattle, hogs and other 
live animals, on barley, malt, pearl 
barleyi buckwheat, corn, cornmeal, outs, 
rye, wheal, wheat flour, butter, cheese, 
fresh milk, beans, cabbages, eggs, cider, 
hay, hides, hops, onions, potatoes, pens, 
vegetables, meat and poultry, in fact, 
everything that the farmer raises or is 
.opposed to raise. 

If this tariff is accepted by Congress 
it can no longer be said that the Ameri- 
can farmer is not protected. Ho will be 
protected by the tariff up to the hilt, 
but whether those high duties will do 
him much gootl or not is ipite another 
question, The St. Paul Pioneer Ptess 
seems to be of the opinion that agricul- 
tural protection is a delusion ami a 
mare. It says i "A tariff on eggs and 
potatoes may make tho cost of these 
commodities greater to the people of 
New England cities who draw a portion 
of their supply from Canada, hut tho 
Western farmer knows that potatoes, 
for example, owing to their great bulk 
in proportion to value and their perish- 
able niituro, cannot feel any correspond- 
ing stimulus, The increase of duties on 
the products of the farm is as ineffectual 

as the bull against the comet." 

With respect to nearly all the articles 
we have mentioned the American far- 
mer is protected against tho Canadian 
farmer, and no one else. It is feared 
that tho increase of duties will result in 
seriously limiting the eastern Canadian 

farmer's market, lor much of his pro- 
duce the United States is the nearest 
and the best market , but if tho tariff 
wall is raised so high on the American 
side that it will bo hopeless for fi nets 
On this side of the line to attempt to get 
over it, tbore are, it is feared, hard 
times before them. Building a high wall 
on this side of the linu will not da any 
good. It may bo tried, but the result 
will not be encouraging. A war of ta- 
rill's is a very unprofitable war indeed. 
What is to be done it is difficult to say. 
If the. Americans choose to be exoluslvo 

there is nothing to hinder thein from 
having their own way. It is poor eon- 
solution to know that they will bo very 
little better off for their uimeighbor 
linens. If Canadian fanners aro shut 
oul of the American market they must 



The United States is trying to build 
up its foreign trade while at tho same 
time it encourages a commercial 
[mlicy of almost Chinese 
olusivcness. The Pan-American Con- 
vention was convened for the ex- 
press purpose of facilitating commercial 
intercourse with the republics of South 
America. But what its diplomatists 
have been doing in the pan-American 
convention their legislators have been 
undoing in the congress of the United 
States. One of the pan-American dele- 
gates after lie had seen the tariff pro- 
posals, became highly indignant, and 
. xpressed himself in very strong terms, 
this is what bo is reported to have said: 
"The pan-American delegates were 
led to expect that, in return for conces- 
sions expected of them in regard to the 
.emission of their duties on American 
produce imported into their own coun- 
tries, their sugar could be mdde free, 
just as the sugar is that is raised in the 
Hawaiian islands and imported to Sun 
Francisco. They are inclined to think 
that the word of promise bus been kept 
nly to the ear, in regard to sugar. Ju 
respect to hides, the proposed attitudi 
if tho United States simply suggests; 
deliberately intended insult. From th 
arliest times hides, in their raw state, 
have been introduced, duty free, into 
the United States. The proposition 
now made in the McKinley bill, to im- 
pose a duty on them, is resented as an 
affront to friendly powers especially in - 
.Red by the United States to partici- 
pate in a conference to determine upon 
some method of joint action in regard to 
their commercial relations which, of 
course, implied the liberalizing of their 
tariff laws, The lirst step proposed by 
he power which thus invited them into 
conference has been the imposition of n 
:ax upon one of the chief raw materials 
vhich thoy import into this country." 

It is quite evident from this that if 
ho tariff recommended by the Con- 
gressional sub-committee is adopted the 
fan-American Convention bus been aa- 
lembled in vain. All hope of increas- 
ing the trade with the South American 
Republics must bo abandoned. The 
Americans will find out by-aud-by, if 
■hey are at till teachable, that a high 
taritl' and a nourishing foreign trade are 
luxuries which are inconsistent with 
me another, and cannot both be en- 
1 by a people at the same time,

THE CURIOUS POWERS OF ANIMALS 
WHO DO NOT REASON. 

Why > Bf»v»g« Thought a Naturalist Mint 
Have an Kxtrit Eye— The Protective In- 
Btlnotii of Certain Birds— Curl.. titles af 
Heredity In Thli Particular. 

When the naturalist RuppeU ekplorad 
the highlonda of eattorn Africa, two 
Soudanese emira or chieftains once per- 
mitted him to deposit liis bafrgage in 
their military camp while lie pursued 
his inquiries in the glens of a neighbor- 
ing mountain range. On his return he 
presented necklaces of beads to the 
emira, and, having observed that there 
were just twenty tents ,'n the fortified 
kraal, and that every tent was occupied 
by exactly seven men, he handed the 
emirs a hag containing MO glass buttons, 
with the request that they give one but- 
ton to every warrior in the camp. 

The glittering keepsakes were at once 
distributed, and Ruppel] had just re- 
loaded his baggage cart, when one of 
the chieftains removed the professor's 
hat, and gravely examined the top and 
roar of his head. 

"Verily, oh, friend," he said, "you 
must have an extra oyo somewhere or 
other, for else you could not possibly 
have discovered the exact number of 
our men. " 

The honest emir himself could proba- 
bly count up to seven, and with the aid 
of all his lingers and toes, perhaps could 
count even to twenty, but evidently did 
not think it possible that the human 
mind could grasp the vast product of 
the two factors. 

A similar mistake may often tempt us 
to misconstrue the abilities of our in- 
stinct guided fellow creatures. The sup- 
posed "sixth senso" may of ten be nothing 
but an uncommon development of a com- 
mon faculty. 

Take for example the deerhound, 
which pursues his game through brush 
and brake, and returns safely home, 
even after he has crossed waters that 
would prevent him from retracing his 
steps by the senso of smell. A few years' 
practice, however, enables the hunter 
himself to remember the general direc- 
tion of his rambles through a pathless 
forest where a novice would surely lose 
his way. 

By hereditary transmission of the 
traits of countless generations of dogs 
that have hunted, and which include the 
wolf-like ancestors, the domestic dog 
may have perfected the ability to find 
his way to an apparently preternatural 
degree. 

Individual experience, indeed, often 
wholly fails to explain such faculties as 
the "protective instincts" of certain 
birds and animals. The British zoolo- 
gist, Spalding, once procured some 
newly hatched turkeys, and in order to 
make an experiment carried them into 
u hall adjoining a room where he kept a 
pair of pet hawks that had not been fed 
that morning, and which now and then 
vented their impatience in a shrill 
scream. 

The young turkeys had but just come 
out of their egg shells, and had never 
seen a hawk or heard one before; hut at 
the first sound of those screams they all 
started to their feet and toddled off with 
every sign of terror. 

At sight of a snake or a rat my pet 
baboon will retreat to the farthest cor- 
ner of bur cage. 1 ascribed the precau- 
tion to a nervous dread of all unknown 
animals, until ! made tho experiment 
with a pair of guinea pigs. Jenny was 
eating her breakfast when the squealing 
little strangers entered her cage, but in 
this case her only dread seemed to be 
that she might have to share her meal 
with tho uninvited guests. 

For a minute or two she watched their 
movements with an air of puzzled curi- 
osity, but then, instead of taking to her 
heels, she made a grab at the intruders, 
and without further ado" hustled them 
out, and discouraged a repetition of the 
visit by giving each a parting pinch in 
the hack. 

Jenny had received her zoological ed- 
ucation in the Abyssinian highlands, 
while guinea pigs are natives of South 
America, but somehow the sight of the 
waddling pigmies seemed to satisfy her 
that they could be no lighters. 

This balioon has a strange appetite for 
Insects. She appears to recognize tho 
difference between tho harmless north- 
ern centipede and its dreadful tropical 
relative, but she handles crawfish with 
evident suspicion, either on account of 
their pinching apparatus or because of 
their resemblance to the overgrown scor- 
pions of the tropics. 

With snakes she absolutely declines 
to take any risks; the non-poisonous va- 
rieties include too many dangerous 
Btranglers, 

Hereditary instincts sometimes con- 
tinue to assert themselves under circum- 
stances that seem to make t heir assist- 
ance rather superfluous. There was a 
time when tho ancestors of tho dog found 
it a useful precaution to bury the rem- 
nants of a good meal, and thus provide 
against possible times of scarcity, and 
that old race habit still prompts their 
descendants to hide bones and old crusts 
even where the bounty of their masters 
supplies them with regular and abun- 
dant daily meals. 

Lapdoga that have never left the prem- 
ises of a fashionable residenco "hunt" in 
their dreams, which proves that their 
minds retain a latent aptitude for the 
favorite pastimes of their forefathers. 

During ii .summer tour in the Austrian 
Alps one of my neighbors bought a 
young shepherd dog and brought him to 
a suburb of Cincinnati, where sheep are 
leen only in tho form of mutton; but 
every little white the young herder woidd 
try to earn his board by collecting a 
troop of stray geese, and, in spite of their 
hisping protest, drive them along the 
Btreoi like a llock of restless Rheep.—

could not ash for the passage of a 
measure excluding Chinamen front the 
mines oil tho score of safety to life, 
when the fact could be asserted agaiaat 
them that they had habitually em- 
ployed Chinamen themselves in work- 
ing underground. If the act had been 
passed two years ago, in face of tlio 
constant, previous employment of 
( 'liiue.se by tho miners to assist them un- 
derground, it could not have boon de- 
fended as a measure preventive of dan- 
ger, which was the only ground on 
which its constitutionality could ho up- 
held. The rosult at that time, and un- 
der the circumstances existing two 
years ago, of excluding Chinamen 
would have been simply disastrous 
to the permanent exclusion of Chinese, 
as the net, in tho absence of tho | 
only defence, that of safety, which could 
support it, would have been attacked 
and declared unconstitutional, with tho 
result that the presence of Chinese, not- 
withstanding provincial legislation be- 
ing legal, their being boycotted by the 
miners would have been illegal, and the 
further result would have been the pre- 
sence of Chinese in every mine to-day, 
from which the action of the miners 
themselves had excluded them. The 
two years which have elapsed during 
whicil time no serious accident has oc- 
curred, whilst Chinese have been ex- 
cluder!, justifies the House in excluding 
the Chinamen altogether, on the ground 
of puhlio safety. He was therefore de- 
cidedly in favor of the present measure. 

Mr. Sendin also supported the legisla- 
tion proposer!. The opposition, he 
claimed, had long been working for just 
such a law. 

Hon. Mr. Turner endorsed the prin- 
ciple of tho bill. The circumstances of 
employ inc Chinese in the coalmines and 
in the canneries were entirely different, 
hi the former the Chinese were found to 
le a source of danger, in the latter they 
were not. The principle which com- 
pelled a .steamboat ciigit'oer to be a 
capable and intelligent man, in order 
that the lives of all on board the boat 
might be protected -was the principle 
that prevuiled, He did not, consider 
that he would deserve the charge of in- 
consistency, which he expected to be 
met wit!., in voting for this bill, It was 
true that he employed Chinese in his 
canneries, but the circumstances were 
entirely different. 

Mr. Cowan had worked and voted for 
the lull of a similar character introduced 
u couple of years ago, ami he would 
support this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven endorsed the bill, 
ami look occasion' to charge the mem- 
bers of the government with veering 
from the policy that they had adopted 
when the same bill, or practically the 
same, bad been brought forward by a 
member of the opposition n couple of 
years ago. 

The bill passed its second reading 
unanimously and wassent into committee 
with Mr. Anderson in the chair.
